and altogether is a thickset, powerful horse of 
quality. furnish»*<l with the liest of -limbs, a good 
mover when extended, and perfectly maiiiiercd. White 
Plains is a d.irk iiay colt witli w'hite heels hy Hain- 
iiurg out of Sails Penr. a level, well-grown sort of 
horse, g'MMl h oking enough for anything; in fai t, a 
colt of givat promisi*. and likel.v to repay his owner 
for the paticuit iiolic.v observed with him. Both lhe.<e 
I'ldts a;'»* well engaged, among their liabilities iM.diig 
the Two Tiioiisand Guineas, Derlw, and St. Li*gcr, 
ami White Plains is also in the Grand Prize of Paris.

"In the American team are seven promising two- 
year-olds by Dgdeu. the sire of Sir Martin. All have 
done well sim*«* their arrival iu this country, and are 
of good size*, but nothing what»*ver is yet knowni of 
their merits, Duke of \ork. a bay sou of riisightly. 
is the smallest of Die lot, but a long low coit of rare 
substance, stunding over a lot of ground, and likely 
to race to a merry turn*. A beautiful and ev< nly 
balanciMl blnek eolt is General .Mcf'lelland. out of 
Frances Glolland. and another that should .^Huier . r 
later i*arn distincliou on the race course is Golden 
Gloiid. a sou of Lucy t;iitters— not the English mare 
of that name, which tigured so promirn'iitlv in Fox- 
halFs Gambridgeshire. This is a very |*owei*fnlly 
built bay colt with black fioints and a tine mover, 
.Maine, out of By Ways, is a brown colt, a litth* 
mean, perlnips. behind the saddle, but in all otln*r 
respm'ts a tine horse, standing on the l>est of legs 
and feet. An attractive youngster is the white- 
leggeil chestnut «*olt Denver, a big, strong colt that 
looks like making iq* into a grand horse when fully 
matured. He is out of a Hampton mare called Doro- 
ihv Hampton, who never ran, and I fancy originally 
lM*longed to Mr. Miisker. A serviceable, thick-set, 
weai'-and-leer looking bay colt out of Gollinc is Cus- 
ter, but still more to my liking is Ga|Mriee*s sou, 
Ivrighain Yeung, a charming bay colt of lovely onal- 
ity. whose only fault is perhaps a disproportion- 
ately small Imad for liis big raclng-like frame.”

AN AUSTRALIAN ON ENGLISH RACING. 

J. E. Brewer, who has si)ent some years training 
at Newmarket, but who relinquished his profession 
there at the eud of last flat-racing season to return 
to Australia, has giveu some interesting Impressions 
of English racing in the course of an interview for 
the ••Adelaide Observer.” He is uncertain whether 
he will return to England at a later date, but will 
In all probabilit.v remain in Australia for a .vear. In 
conjunction with R. Woottou, he has purchased an 
estate on the Lachlan River. New South Wales, ami 
he will spend a large part of his time looking after 
its interests, and will not train horses. He went 
on to Melbourne by the steamer. 

Que.stioned regarding the form displayed by Aus- 
trali.'^u riders in England. Bi’ewer remarked that 
Frank Woutiou was still top of the list. ••The lad 
is gaining weight, however,” he continued, •‘and 1 
doubt whether he will be riding for very much 
longer— probably he will not last much more thau a 
year. H»* was riding at 8st. 5 Ih. when I left. One 
of the Huxleys has only just arrived in England, 
and has not yet had time to do anything. The other 
brother, however, is a smart boy, and in my opinion 
tiie best light-weight in England just now. Stanley 
Wootton has given up riding, and is coming out here 
to station work. Danny Maher, the American boy, 
is still doing as well as everj-, and is not likely to 
give the business best yet awhile. 

The question arose as to whether Australian rid- 
ers. as a whole, held their own with Englishmen, 
and Brewer was of the opinion that they did. ••The 
Australian boy,” he said, ••gets twice, or perhaps 



thrw times, ns much practice when he goes to 
England, and then he can bold his own. lu the 
old country, too, there is far more chance of gain- 
ing experience owing to the larger number of 
horses.” 

The returned Australian was emphatic in his cou- 
demnation of the general attitude of the Australian 
racing public, and denounced more particularly the 
habit of calling for each horse to be flogged home 
after a race lias been won. •‘Horses are not butch- 
ered in England as they are out hen*,” he consid- 
ered. “When the race has been won the unplaotnl 
horses are eased up. and not flogged along unmerci- 
fully. The habit of uuuecessarlly forcing to a hard 
finish spoils both horse and rider, and has no good 
result. In England horses will not stand such treat- 
ment, nor is it demanded. There a man is more 
likely to be called to account for using the whip 
rather than for not doing so. On the courses of the 
old country one never bears such cries as ‘Pulled his 
head off,’ or ‘He was running crook.’ 

“The Australian generally is too suspicious that 
the other fellow is not giving him a fair run. He is 
ever ready to believe that things are not all ‘on the 
square,’ and that sort of thing kills racing. 1 liave 
been at the game now for a long while, and liave 
found that there is verv little underhand work done. 
The stewards are largely to blame for framing ruli‘s 
which demand this thrashing business. A true racing 
man would never ask for such a thing.” Brewer 
was enthusiastic in his praise of English fair play, 
and thought the sporting press espt‘cially most im- 
partial. Complaints with regard to foul riding were 
rare, and therefore no drastic rules liad to be framed 
to deal with them. “Boring and bumping, of course, 
occasionally take place, but that very often is unin- 
tentional.” 

When asked whether he had done well recently. 
Brewer said that last year the twenty-one races won 
by horses trained by him were worth $40.(XK), and 
that was about the worst season he had experienced. 
His best season was about six .vears ago. when 
thirty-five races brought in $110.o00. Up to last 
year be was always either first, third, or fourth on 
the trainers’ list. Last season “Dick” Woottou was 
doing well, and is still scoring inuu.v successes. 
“Training in the old country is very hard work*.” 
Brewer remarked. 

“One has to bo constaull.v rushing about the coun- 
try without a chance to take a rest. The courses 
are scatten*tl all over the place, and a trainer has to 
be constantly on the move, ordering tM>xes, fee«l. and 
other things, sending away horses, ami snp<*rintend- 
iug entries, forfeits, and so forth. Here one is fin- 
ished up generally at 7 p. m. There it is about 11 
p. m, before everything is quiet. The owners, how 
ever, are a splendid lot of men. They put aside a 
certain amount for their stables. au<l take their 
losses or their gains philosophically. Very few of 
them bet, for they go into racing for the sp<jrt of 
the thing and not for gain. If tludr horses do n.it 
succeed, they don't blame the trainer nor suspect 
him. They take it as part of the game.” 

“It is quite wrong,” continued Brewer, “to imag- 
ine that there is any prejudice in England against 
Australians. When a man goes there he is acceptc i 
on his merits. He is not run after, but if be shows 
that he has ability he is treated royally. It takes 
some time perhaps to get into the run of things, Imt 
once one has a grip of details atid gets to know the 
people it is all right. The Englisli sporting man is 
a real gentleman, fair and just to the backbone.” 
When it was mentioned to Brewer that an agitation 
had l»een started in Victoria to establish a totallsator 
he remarked that he thought it would be a goo<l 
thing if he machine were brought in. “That would 
go a long wa.v,” he added, “to give the public more 
confidence in trainers and owners.” 

Brewer is certain that Australia has not the same 
quality of horse as England. When a few of Aus- 
tralia’s leading racers were named he thought thai 
in the old country they would be somewhat second 
class. “You get good breeds out here sometimes, “ 
he remarked, “but not the l>est of any class. The 
Englishman takes good care not to let the bettor 
quality of stwk go out of the country. There is 
also far more scope in England than here to bre«'d 
good stuff. You are not prepared to spend enough 
money to get the topnotch blood, and some fine anl- 
male are going to places like Buenos Ayres, in the 
Argentine. What is wanted in Australia is a bet- 
ter type of mare. Some goml strains in stallions 
are here, but to get the best from them good mares 
are required. Mr. Sol. Greeu brought a number out, 
but since then very few others have arrived.” 

Brewer considered that Mr. Ilulton’s Lomond has 
the best chance of winning the next Derby, and 
Wootton is his trainer. The colt Cylgad. which ho 
(Brewer) had Ijeen preparing for Lord Durham, was 
not believed to bo up to Derby form. Next to Lo- 
mond be was inclined to favor Mr. Joel’s two colts. 
White Star and Absurd. Brewer will in all likeli- 
hood establish stables at Caulfield. He has taken 
out four horses — Eudonis, S.vce, Blanknoy. and Pow- 
hatan. Endorus. a handsome animal, able to stand 
a good handicap up to a ^nile, is owned b.v Messrs. 
Clark and Robinson, but the rest are Brewer’s nrop- 
erty. All :ire five-year-olds, and have fairly good 
careers behind them. — London Sporting Life.
